OF THE 


Superinienaing School Commuttee.

In accordance to the usual custom, and in compliance to 
the school laws of the state, the following report is respect- 


fully submitted :-— 


It is with more than ordinary feelings of pleasure that I 
attempt to report the general condition and progress of the 
schools of the town. Not that, as a whole, we have been en- 
tirely free from disappointments as regards school matters and 
results; but that in several instances the improvements have 


exceeded our most sanguine expectations. 


First, I would urge upon the citizens of this town, through 
their proper representatives, to see that the town be re-dis- 
tricted, at as early a date as possible; and if feasible, to re- 
duce the number of districts from eleven to nine, at most; and, 
even if the two contiguous districts west of the river, Nos. 4 


and 7, would unite, the result would be here, as elsewhere, of 


20 
threefold benefit, viz., better school houses, longer schools, 
and, as a rule, better teachers. ; 

As regards school houses, it is useless for me to reiterate 
that which has been said over and over again by former com- 
mittees. The health, as well as the educational wellfare of 
your scholars demand better houses. I am happy, however, 
to announce officially, that a school building has, during the 
past season, been erected in District No. 6, (Mills) pleasantly 
situated, in a quiet locality, with a large play-ground in front, 
containing a spacious school-room, high posted, well ventil- 
ated, furnished with the latest style of graded seats and desks, 
with a good supply of blackboards, at a cost of $675.00, which 


at once reflects the good judgment and taste of the district. 


It is to be regretted that some other districts in town havé 
not ere this taken a like course. For, in our judgment, there 
are no more than four school houses in town suitable in which 
to hold a winter school. P 

During the past year I have not deemed it necessary to 
make any radical changes in text-books. Ihave, therefore, 
introduced but one new work, that being Meservy’s Book- 
keeping, the study of which has been met with earnestness and 
success. On the part of such scholars as will not have the 
benefit of a more extended education than our common schools 
- afford, the study of this branch of education cannot fail to be 
beneficial in the highest degree. With these frank statements 
and suggestions, for the benefit of the schools of this town, I 
will close my general remarks, with a consciousness that I 
have done what I could for the advancement of our educa- 
tional interests, with assiduity, earnestness and integrity of in- 


tentions.
